An agreement was reached on the subject of 
the safeguarding of laundry machinery at a 
conference in 1910 between Laundry Occupiers, 
Engineers, and Inspectors of Factories.

MICHAEL NAIRN AND GREENWICH, LTD. 


RESULTS ACHIEVED HIGHLY SATISFACTORY 
SIR MICHAEL NAIRN ON THE OUTLOOK 


The eleventh annual general meeting of Michael Nairn and 
Greenwich, Limited, was held, yesterday, at Winchester House, 
E.C., Sir Michael Nairn, Bt. (the chairman), presiding. 

The Chairman said: When I addressed you at the last annual 
meeting I ventured to say that the trade outlook for 1932 was 
not encouraging, and I think you will agree that my forecast 
has unfortunately been justified by the industrial records of last 
year. ‘There has been a considerable shrinkage in the volume 
of trade generally. It would, accordingly, be unreasonable to 
suppose that our manufacturing companies have not participated 
to some extent in this shrinkage or have remained unaffected 
by this economic and industrial depression which prevails all 
the world over. 

Having regard, however, to all these circumstances I think 
our shareholders may be congratulated on the balance sheet 
presented. The balance sheet of the Greenwigh Company has 
already been published, and you are aware that the same 
dividend was declared as for last year. 


PROGRESS IN AUSTRALIA 


With reference to our Australian company, I am glad to be in 
a position to say that the efforts of the Commonwealth Govern- 
ment appear to be having a considerable effect on trading con- 
ditions in that Dominion, and, although the position is still 
dificult, the volume of business that it has been possible to do, 
both by the domestic company and by importation, has been 
much more satisfactory than we expected. I think I am justified 
in saying that the present outlenl in Australia is distinctly 
brighter than it was twelve months ago. 

The revenue of your company is slightly in excess of last 
year. ‘he dividends from investments, interest, etc., which 
we have received amount to £216,832, as compared with £211,252 
in the preceding year. We are, therefore, in the happy position 
of being able to recommend a final dividend of 74 per cent., 
making 125 per cent., less income tax, for the year, and slightiy 
increasing our carry-forward. I think you will agree that the 
results achieved are highly satisfactory in a year when trading 
conditions have been so difficult and abnormal. 


FACTORS CONTRIBUTING TO SUCCESS 

This measure of success is due to several important factors. 
The first is that the management of the manufacturing com- 
panies is in the hands of men who have made a life-long study 
of the linoleum industry and whose business it is to give the 
very closest attention to every detail. The second factor is 
that they have been able to take advantage of a very consider- 
able drop in the costs of the main raw materials, and I might 
couple this with the conservative policy which is a Nairn 
tradition without which the full benefits of this drop in raw 
materials could not have been secured. 

As I have already said, there has been some shrinkage in 
the general volume of trade of the country, which has the 
natural effect of increasing the intensity of competition, and, 
although it is our intention to meet this competition, I should 
like to emphasise the fact that it is the determination of those 
controlling the manufacturing companies to continue the same 
eflorts as they have employed in the past to maintain the highest 
possible standard of quality in their various productions. 


PROSPECTS OF TRADE RECOVERY 


The burden of taxation still weighs heavily upon all industrial 
enterprise, and it seems to me absolutely essential in the 
interests of all classes that national expenditure should be 
drastically reduced. I would not like at the present moment to 
commit myself to any statement about the future, but here and 
there little rifts appear in the clouds, and one can at least hope 
that the period of depression is slowly drawing to a close. I 
stated last year that trade recovery in this country must march 
in line with the recovery of other countries in the world, and 
itis my hope that at the forthcoming World Economic Con- 
ference the vital questions of war debts and reparations will be 
dealt with in such a way as will remove the clogs from the 
mg of industry and promote the freedom of international 
trade, 

I do not think I can usefully add anything further at the 
present time, but before sitting down I might refer to the fact 
that one of our directors, Sir Robert Spencer-Nairn, was a few 
days ago the recipient of a distinguished honour by having con- 
ferred upon him the dignity of a Baronetcy in recognition of his 
public and political services, and I think that I may in the 
tame of the shareholders congratulate him upon this distinction. 
(Hear, hear.) 

I now beg to propose the adoption of the report and accounts, 
logether with the payment of the final dividend of 74 per cent., 
less income tax, making, with the interim dividend of 5 per 
cent. paid July 18, 1932, a dividend of 124 per cent., less income 
‘ax, for the year ended December 31, 1932. 

I will ask Sir Robert Spencer-Nairn to second this proposal, 
and I shall then, before putting the resolution to the meeting, 

glad to answer any questions arising out of the business 
before us. 

Major Sir Robert Spencer-Nairn, Bart., seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was carried unanimously.

OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN DECEMBER AND IN THE YEAR 1932 
A REVIEW IN DETAIL 


In last week's issue of the “‘ B.T.J.’’ (page 48) there 
was published a preliminary summary of the import 
and export trade of the United Kingdom in December 
and in the year 1932, compared with corresponding data 
relating to earlier periods. In the present article it is 
proposed to review that trade in some detail. The 
general position is shown in the following summary 
table:

TRADE IN DECEMBER, 1932 


The total value of imports of merchandise in Decem- 







ber, £60°6 million, was £933,000 (1-5 per cent.) less 
than in November, and £16-4 million (21 per cent.) less 
than a year ago. The decrease in comparison with the 








previous month was due to reductions of £2,333,000 
and £510,000 in the value of the imports of food, drink 
and tobacco and of manufactured articles, respectively, 
largely offset by an increase, to some extent seasonal, 
of £1,983,000 (15 per cent.) in the value of the imports 
of raw materials. The classes of raw materials in which 
the main increases in value occurred were raw wool, 
ete. (£1,160,000, or 49 per cent.), undressed hides and 
skins (£386,000, or 63 per cent.), paper-making 
materials (£294,000, or 85 per cent.), textile materials 
other than cotton, wool and silk (£222,000, or 46 per 
cent.), and oil seeds, nuts, etc. (£121,000, or 7 per 
cent.). Of the main classes of manufactured goods, a 
substantial reduction in value was recorded in respect 
of non-ferrous metals and manufactures thereol 
(£462,000, or 30 per cent.) and miscellaneous manu- 
factured articles (£400,000, or 26 per cent.), while 
there was a considerable increase in the value of im- 
ports of manufactured oils, including refined petroleum, 
(£894,000, or 43 per cent.), the only other important 
groups showing increases being iron and steel and 
manufactures thereof, machinery, manufactures of 
wood and timber, and chemicals, drugs, dyes and 
colours. 


As compared with December, 1931, imports of food, 
drink and tobacco declined in value by £7-6 million (19 
per cent.), imports of raw materials by £2-8 million 
(15 per cent.), and those of manufactured articles by 
£5-5 million (30 per cent.). There was a reduction of 
£1,785,000 (20 per cent.) in the value of total imports 
of meat, all classes showing a reduction in quantity, 
and a decrease of £1,226,000 (35 per cent.) in the value 
of imports of tea, the decline in the quantity imported 
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peing, however, only 13 per cent. Imports of all the 
main classes of raw materials, except oil seeds, nuts, 
ete., were lower in value, and of the principal groups of 
manufactured articles only the manufactured oils group 
and veliicles (including locomotives, ships and aircraft) 
showed increases. 

Exports of United Kingdom goods in December were 
valued at £32-4 million, being £1,352,000 (4 per cent.) 
more than in November, and £368,000 (1-1 per cent.) 
more than in December, 1931. The total for December 
was higher than that recorded for any month of the 
year except April. While the increase, as compared 
with November, was due partly to a seasonal increuse in 
exports by parcel post (£874,000), exports of manutfac- 
tured articles were greater in value by £1-1 million 
(5 per cent.), the total (£23,570,000) being the highest 
recorded for any month last year except March and 
April. Nine of the main groups of manufactured 
articles showed increases, the largest (£785,000, or 17 
per cent.) being in respect of cotton yarns and manu- 
factures, while there were substantial increases in the 
ease of vehicles (including locomotives, ships and air- 
craft) (£481,000, or 30 per cent.)—due mainly to ex- 
ports of three motor vessels valued at £824,000, and 
woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures (£237,000, 
or 13 per cent.). Exports of food, drink and tobacco 
declined in value by £437,000 (14 per cent.), and those 
of raw materials by £208,000 (5 per cent.). 

In comparison with December, 1931, exports of food, 
drink and tobacco showed a decrease of £149,000 (5 per 
cent.), and those of raw materials a decrease of 
£167,000 (4 per cent.), but exports of manufactured 
articles were greater by £908,000 (4 per cent.). Con- 
siderable increases in value were shown in the exports 
of vehicles (including locomotives, ships and _ air- 
craft), £766,000, or 59 per cent.; cotton yarns and 
manufactures, £464,000, or 9 per cent.; non-ferrous 
metals and manufactures thereof, £195,000, or 85 per 
cent.; chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours, £155,000, 
or 12 per cent. ; manufactures of textile materials other 
than cotton, wool or silk, £154,000, or 15 per cent.; 
and manufactured oils, fats and resins, £113,000, or 
27 per cent. In connection with the very large increase 
in exports of vehicles, it may be noted that the number 
of motor cars and chassis exported last month was 
),080, which exceeded by 651 the exports during 
November, the previous highest month on record. 
There was a substantial decrease in the value of the 
exports of machinery (£642,000, or 22 per cent.), all 
classes execpt electrical and textile machinery being 
affected, and in the case of iron and steel and manufac- 
tures thereof there was a decline of £227,000 (9 per 
cent.). 

The value of the exports of imported merchandise in 
December, £4,133,000, was £73,000 more than in the 
previous month, but £1,403,000 less than in December, 
1931, while the value of the goods transhipped under 
bond last month was £2,099,000, as compared with 
£2,307,000 in November and £1,859,000 a year ago. 

In December there was an excess of imports over 
exports of merchandise of £24-1 million, a reduction 
of £2-4 million in comparison with the previous month 
and of £15-3 million as compared with December, 1931. 
Resulting from the shipment of gold to the United 
States in respect of the debt payment due on Decem- 
ber 15, there was in December an excess of exports over 
imports of bullion and specie amounting to £9-2 mil- 
lion, this being the first month since February last that 
imports had not exceeded exports. 


THE YEAR 1932 AS A WHOLE 


The year was marked by a change in the fiscal policy 
of the country, which has had a considerable effect 
ou the quantity of goods imported, particularly manu- 
factured articles. Following on the Abnormal Impor- 
tations Orders, under which temporary duties of 50 per 
cent. ad valorem were imposed in November and 
December, 1981, on a wide variety of manufactured 
articles which had been imported in abnormal quan- 
tities, a general 10 per cent. tariff came into force on 
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March 1, 1932, and subsequent Orders under the 
Import Duties Act have imposed additional duties on 
a large number of articles, the duties under the 
Abnormal Importations Orders being withdrawn on 
April 26, the date when the first Order under the 
Import Duties Act came into force. In accordance 
with the agreements reached at the Ottawa Confer- 
ence, duties were imposed on November 15 on certain 
commodities hitherto on the free list, and duties on 
other articles were amended. The withholding by the 
Irish Free State of the payment of the Land Annuities 
due on June 29, and of certain other payments due to 
the Exchequer under the financial agreements made 
with the Irish Free State in 1923 and 1926, led to 
the imposition in July of special duties on certain 
descriptions of agricultural produce imported from the 
Irish Free State, these duties being designed to recoup 
to the Exchequer so far as possible the monies with- 
held. The ‘‘ Customs and Excise Tariff ’’ recently 
published contains full particulars of the duties in force 
on January 1, 1933. The following table shows the 
imports of merchandise during 1930, classified approxi- 
mately according to the present tariff position. The 
table takes no account of the Irish Free State Special 
Duties, and imports from British countries are in- 
cluded with those from foreign countries. The bulk 
of the imports by parcel post is believed to consist of 
goods of dutiable descriptions, but the imports of these 
in 1930 cannot be classified according to the rate of 
duty which is now chargeable.

The restrictive effect of the duties has been greatest 
in regard to imports of articles classed as wholly or 
mainly manufactured, and the next table shows the 
value of the imports of such articles month by month 
in 1931 and 1932.

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The table shows clearly (1) the abnormal importation 
of goods in October and November, 1931, which led to 
the Abnormal Importations Orders; (2) the restrictive 
effect of those Orders in December, 1931, and January, 
1932; (3) the forestalling in February of the New 
Import Duties; and (4) the reduction of imports in 
later months resulting from the Orders under the Im- 
port Duties Act, the Irish Free State (Special Duties) 
Act, and the Ottawa Agreements Act. 

The reduction in manufactured imports has neces- 
sarily led to an increase in the imports of raw 
materials, and, as will be seen from the details given 
later, the quantities of many descriptions of such 
materials imported were substantially higher last year 
than in 1931 and were in some cases higher than for 
many years past. 

The value of the total imports of merchandise during 
the year was £703,133,000, a decrease of £158:1 
million on the total for 1981. ‘This decline was due 
mainly to the change in the fiscal policy of the country, 
but the value of imports has also been affected by the 
fall in prices, which started in the autumn of 1929, 
and though prices have moved less regularly down- 
ward during the past year, the decline does not appear 
yet to have been turned into a definite upward move- 
ment. Average values of imports this year have been 
less each quarter than in any quarter of 1931, notwith- 
standing the suspension of the gold standard in Sep- 
tember, 1931. Affecting the value of imports to a 
small extent, but re-exports to a much larger extent, 
has been the increase in the value of goods transhipped 
under bond, such goods not being included with the 
totals of imports and re-exports. There had for some 
years been a tendency for transhipments under bond 
to increase, and this movement was accelerated by the 
increase last year in the proportion of goods dutiable. 
The value of the goods transhipped under bond in 1932 
was £22-6 million, being an increase of 18 per cent. 
on the total for the previous year. 

Imports of articles wholly or mainly manufactured 
were valued last year at £104-0 million (39'8 per cent.) 
less than in 1931, while there were reductions of £42°0 
million (10°1 per cent.) in respect of food, drink and 
tobacco, and of £8°6 million (5°0 per cent.) in respect 
of raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured. 
The value of the imports of animals not for food, 
£2,189,000, was one-third less than in 1931, this very 
large reduction being due to the imports coming mainly 
from the Irish Free State and being affected by the 
Irish Free State Special Duties. The reduction from 
£6,445,000 in 1931 to £4,127,000 last year in the 
value of imports by parcel post may be attributed 
mainly to the fact that if any duty is charged on 
imports by parcel post the goods are classed with other 
articles of a similar description, and with the great 
increase last year in the number of dutiable articles 
there has been an extensive redistribution of goods 
between parcel post and the other classes, mainly that 
of manufactured articles. 

Exports of United Kingdom produce and manufac- 
tures amounted to £365,138,000, being £25°5 million 
less than in 1931. This decline was due wholly 
to price changes, the volume of exports during 
the year, after eliminating price changes, being 
found to be substantially the same as in 1931. The 
details of the calculation of the volume of our over- 
seas trade during 1932 will be dealt with in the next 
issue of the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ while later in this article will 
be found a review of the progress during the year of 
particular trades in respect of which detailed informa- 
tion as to quantities of commodities imported or ex- 
ported is available. The decline in value in 1932 com- 
pared with 1931 in respect of manufactured articles 
was the largest in value (£16-4 million), but the 
smallest in proportion (5°6 per cent.), of all the five 
classes of commodities under which exports are 
recorded. Five groups in this class—cutlery, hard- 
ware, implements and tools, cotton yarns and manu- 
factures, manufactures of textile materials other than 
cotton, wool and silk, chemicals, drugs, dyes and 
colours, and paper and cardboard—showed increases in 
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value as compared with 1931, but only in the case of 
cotton yarns and manufactures (£6°2 million, or 11 per 
cent.) did the increase exceed 5 per cent. Of the 
groups of raw materials, half showed increases and half 
decreases, as indicated in the table on page 97, which 
gives the value of the imports and exports during 193] 
and 1932 for each class and group of commodities, 
The decline in exports of coal (£38,023,000) repre. 
sented 88 per cent. of the total decrease in value of 
exports of raw materials. 

Exports of imported merchandise, £50°9 million, 
were £13°0 million (20 per cent.) less than in 1981, 
As already indicated, the value of re-exports has been 
affected to a considerable extent by the increase ip 
transhipments under bond. Adding in the value of 
the goods so transhipped, the value of the goods 
coming to this country but not retained was 11°5 per 
cent. less in 1932 than in the previous year, and this 
decline was mainly due to the fall in prices to which 
reference has already been made. 

The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
in 1932 amounted to £287,081,000, which was 
£119,682,000 less than in the previous year. The 
decrease quarter by quarter compared with the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1931 was £41 million, £35:2 
million, £31°3 million and £49-1 million. The small 
decline for the first quarter was due to forestalling in 
February of the new duties, and the large decline for 
the last quarter to the abnormal importations in the 
last quarter of 1931. 

Movements of bullion and specie were very active 
last year. Imports amounted to £160°0 million, or 
£53°3 million more than in 1931, and exports to £140 
million, or £0-6 million more than in 1931, which was 
the previous year in which the movement was largest. 
The excess of imports over exports of bullion and 
specie last year amounted to £19°8 million, as com- 
pared with an excess of exports over imports amount- 
ing to £33°0 million in 1931. In only three months 
last year, January, February and December, was there 
any excess of exports over imports of bullion and 
specie. The cause of the excess of exports in Decem- 
ber has already been alluded to; the movements in 
January and February were a continuance of those of 
the autumn of 1931. Imports of bullion and specie 
from India last year were abnormal, amounting to 
£58:0 million, while exports to India were only £06 
million. India is generally a country to which gold 
is exported from the United Kingdom, but the reverse 
movement started in the last quarter of 1931 and con- 
tinued throughout 1932. This gold largely went to 
France, which country took £81°4 million, or 58 per 
cent. of the total exports of bullion and coin last year. 
Shipments to the United States amounted to £242 
million, of which £180 million was exported in 
December, 

The progress of our trade through the four quarters 
of 1932 is shown in the following table, in which the 
figures for the fourth quarter of 1931 are also given for 
comparison with those of the last quarter in 1932 :—

The value of the exports of British coal in 1932 was 
£31,634,000, or 8°7 per cent. of the total value of 


British exports during the year, as compared with 8-9 
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per cent. in 1931 and 9-0 per cent. in 1924. In quantity 
the exports amounted to 38-9 million tons, a decrease 
of 3°8 million tons from 1931 and 22-7 million tons from 
1924. The quantity of coal exported was appreciably 
greater in the second quarter of 1932 than in any of the 
remaining quarters, in which exports showed little 
variation. The average export value, 16s. 3d. per ton, 
was about 4d. per ton more than in 1931, but 44d. per 
ton less than in 1930. The average value for the first 
quarter was lds. 10d. per ton, but rose subsequently 
and remained about 16s. 4d. for the last three quarters 
of the year. The increase in average values in 1932 
compared with 1931, and the changes throughout the 
year 1932, were due to (1) the increase in exports of 
anthracite from 8,406,000 tons in 1931 to 8,903,000 
tons last year, and (2) an increase in the average value 
of the anthracite exported, the exports of the other 
descriptions of coal being smaller in quantity and 


lower in average value in 1932 than in 1931. Of the 
principal markets, only Canada, Finland and the 
Scandinavian countries, Brazil, Uruguay and _ the 


Channel Islands took a greater quantity in 1932 than 
in the previous year, and of these Canada showed the 
largest increase (709,000 tons, or 78 per cent.), the 
exports being mainly anthracite. Exports to Canada 
were higher than in any preceding year. There were 
large reductions last year compared with 1931 in the 
exports to France (1,669,000 tons, or 16 per cent.), 
Germany (1,461,000 tons, or 89 per cent.), Italy 
(853,000 tons, or 14 per cent.), and the Irish Free 
State (495,000 tons, or 20 per cent.). Shipments of 
bunker coal declined from 15-6 million tons in 1930 to 
14-6 million tons in 1931 and 14-2 million tons in 
1932, and bunker shipments of imported fuel oil 
from 248-0 million gallons in 1930 to 185-1 million 
gallons in 1931 and 181:0 million gallons in 1982. 
In each case the decline last year from 1931 was 
slight in comparison with that in 19381 from 1950. 
It will be noted from the above table that in the last 
three quarters of the year there was a progressive in- 
crease in the shipments of both coal and oil as bunkers, 
and that shipments of bunker oil were substantially 
ereater in the fourth quarter than in the corresponding 
period of 1931. Exports of coke, both gas and other 
sorts, were somewhat less in 1932 than in 1931, as was 
also the quantity of manufactured fuel exported. 

Imports of crude petroleum increased from 344 mil- 
lion gallons in 1931 to 868 million gallons in 1982. 
Although the quantity imported declined in the fourth 
quarter of last year, after showing a progressive increase 
in the first three quarters, it was more than 50 per cent. 
greater than in the last quarter of 1931 when, however, 
imports were abnormally low. Imports from Persia 
have declined relatively during the past three years, 
from 73 per cent. in 1930 to 71 per cent. in 1931 and 
63 per cent. last year. The average values of the 
imports was 18s. 8d. per 100 gallons, as compared 
with 17s. 3d. in 1931 and 18s. 7d. in 1930. Average 
values were highest in the last quarter of the year, 
being 21s. 8d. per 100 gallons in November and 
19s. ld. in October and December. Retained im- 
ports of refined petroleum, 1,822 million gallons, 
were somewhat greater than in 1931 (1,791 million 
gallons), but appreciably less than in 19380 (1,871 mil- 
lion gallons). The increase, as compared with 1931, 
was due to larger imports of motor spirit, gas oil 
and fuel oil, while imports of lamp oil and lubricating 
oil showed a decrease. Retained imports of motor 
spirit (932 million gallons) and of fuel oil (493 million 
gallons) were higher than in any previous year, except 
1921 as regards fuel oil. Average values were appre- 
ciably higher than in 1931 but much less than in pre- 
ceding years. Exports of oil refined in the United 
Kingdom increased from 67-0 million gallons in 1931 to 
70-2 million gallons last year. 

IRON AND STEEL 

The value of British exports of iron and steel and 
manufactures thereof declined from £51-3 million in 
1930 to £30°4 million in 1931 and £28-0 million in 1982. 
The exports represented 7-7 per cent. of the total value 
of British exports last year, as compared with 7:8 per 
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cent. in 1931 and 9-0 per cent. in 1930. In 1924 the 
proportion was 9-3 per cent. Adding iron ore and scrap, 
cutlery, hardware, tools, 
(except rubber tyres), the contribution to the total 
value of British exports was 19-1 per cent. in 1924, 
26-3 per cent. in 1930, 23°9 per cent. in 1931 and 
21-6 per cent. last year.

Retained imports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof in 1932 amounted to 1,588,000 tons, or about 
58 per cent. of those in 1930 or 1931. Imports decreased 
quarter by quarter throughout the year, and those in 
the fourth quarter were little more than half those in 
the first. The substantial reduction in comparison with 
1931 affected all classes, imports of crude iron and steel 
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declining by 732,000 tons (44 per cent.) and those of 
rolling mill products by 808,000 tons (36 per cent.), 
while imports of finished goods (106,000 tons) were 
less than one-third of those in the previous year. 

British exports of iron and steel goods amounted to 
1,889,000 tons, as compared with 1,979,000 tons jn 
1931 and 3,160,000 tons in 1930. The finished products 
represented 68-5 per cent. of the total, as compared 
with 69:5 per cent. in 1931 and 68-0 per cent. in 1980 
While exports of finished products declined from 
1,376,000 tons in 1931 to 1,294,000 tons in 1932 and 
those of crude iron and steel from 214,000 tons to 
143,000 tons, exports of rolling mill products increased 
from 391,000 tons in 19381 to 452 ,000 tons last year, 
due to substantial increases in respect of plates not 
under 4 inch thick and of hoop and strip. Exports 
of these plates were especially high during the second 
half of the year and the exports of all rolling mill 
products were about 30 per cent. higher in the second 
than in the first half of the year. The following table 
gives comparative figures of exports of some important 
classes of finished goods in 1924 and the past three 
years :—

[t will be seen from the above table that exports of 
three important classes of finished iron and steel goods 
were greater in 1932 than in the previous year, though 
in each case the total was below that of 1930. There 
Was an increase of 16 per cent. in respect of tinned 
plates and of wrought tubes, while exports of wire and 
wire manufactures were 7 per cent. greater. Of the 
other three important classes, railway material showed 
a very heavy reduction of 100,000 tons (49 per cent.), 
compared with 1931, and the exports last year were 
little more than a quarter of those in 1930. The exports 
of galvanised sheets last year were only slightly less 
than in 1931, but the second half of the year compared 
unfavourably with the first. 


MACHINIERY AND OTHER METAL PRODUCTS 

Exports of machinery in 1932 amounted to 301,800 
tons, as compared with 329,300 tons the previous year, 
while retained imports declined from 88,000 tons to 
50,800 tons. Although total exports declined in com- 
parison with 1931, several of the principal classes of 
machinery showed substantial increases, and in three 
of these cases exports in 1932 were also considerably 
ereater than in 19380. Machine tools (metal-working) 
showed an increase from 13,900 tons in 1930 to 15,500 
tons in 1931 and 28,800 tons in 1932, due mainly to 
larger exports to the Soviet Union; exports of sugar- 
making and refining machinery were 15,300 tons in 
1932, as compared with 4,000 tons in 1931 and 5,700 
tons in 1930; and exports of paper-making machines 
(2,600 tons) were substantially greater than in either 
1931 or 1930. Exports of textile machinery, the most 
important class as regards both tonnage and value, 
amounted to 63,100 tons, as compared with 55,600 tons 
in 1981 and 91,200 tons in 1930, the increase as com- 
pared with the previous year being due mainly to 
increased exports to India, China and Australia. In 
respect of printing, bookbinding, etc., machines, there 
was an appreciable increase as compared with 1931, 
but the total (3,500 tons) was considerably less than 
in 1930. The most important declines in comparison 
with the previous year were in respect of boilers and 
boiler-house plant, from 50,900 tons to 29,400 tons; 
agricultural machinery, from 12,400 tons to 7,900 tons; 
sewing machines and parts, from 14,800 tons to 6,500 
tons; “and prime movers, from 28,800 tons to 19,300 
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The number of motor cars and chassis exported in 
1982 was 40,424, as compared with 24,642 in 1931, 
29,753 in 1930, and 42,011 in 1929, which was the year 
in which the greatest number was exported. Exports 
in the fourth quarter of 1932 (15,126) were more than 
twice aS Many as in the preceding quarter and nearly 
twice the number exported in the last quarter of 1931. 
The number of private cars exported to South Africa 
increased to 4,559 in 1932 from 2,767 in 1931 and 1,865 
in 1930, this being a definitely expanding market, 
while exports to India and New Zealand last year 
numbered 8,150 and 2,181 respectively, as compared 
with 2,036 and 1,628 respectively in 1931. The number 
of chassis exported to Australia was 4,920, which com- 
pares with 1,407 in 1931 and 3,815 in 1930. Exports 
of motor cycles and of other cycles continued the de- 
cline which had been in progress since 1929; the decline 
in the case of pedal cycles was, however, relatively 
small last year compared with 1931, and the number 
exported in the last quarter of the year was greater 
than in any of the preceding three quarters or the last 
quarter of 1931. The number of pneumatic tyres for 
motor cars exported last year was higher than in either 
of the two preceding years. 


The tonnage of locomotives exported was very much 
less than in preceding years and declined progressively 
in each quarter of 1932. Exports last year amounted 
to 3,154 tons, as against 19,852 tons in 1931 and 50,565 
tons in 1980. The position in regard to exports of new 
ships and boats is somewhat similar, the value in 1932 
being £3,914,000, as compared with £10,458,000 in 
1931 and £20,142,000 in 1930.

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Exports of textile raw materials and manufactures 
(not including hosiery and other apparel) aggregated 
£105,341,000 in 1982. In 1924 textile exports formed 
38-9 per cent. of the total value of British exports, but 
this proportion has declined in recent years, being 
26°5 per cent. in 1930, and 25- per cent. in 1931; last 
year, however, there was an increase to 28°8 per cent. 
Cotton exports, which formed 25-1 per cent. of the total 
in 1924, fell from 15-4 per cent. in 1930 to 14°6 per cent. 
in 1931, but a rise to 17-3 per cent. was shown for last 
year. Kixports of wool and manufactures thereof, which 
were 7-3 per cent. for 1930 and 1931, last year formed 
a slightly increased proportion (7-5 per cent.) of the 
total, this being, however, much lower than in 1924 
(10-0 per cent.).

According to the statistics published by the Liverpool 
Cotton Association, the deliveries of raw cotton to mills 
in 1932 were about 1,241 million lbs. (a figure subject 
tc some revision), compared with about 1,134 million 
lbs. in 1931, an increase of about 9 per cent., following 
on an increase of some 38 per cent. in 1931 compared 
with 1930. The proportion of American cotton, which 
declined substantially from 63 per cent. in 1929 to 52 
per cent. in 1930 and to 47 per cent. in 1931, increased 
to 58 per cent. in 1932. This proportional increase was 
at the expense of Kast Indian and South American 
cottons, the proportions of the total represented by 
these varieties declining from 10 and 124 per cent. 
respectively in 1931 to 44 and 7 per cent. respectively 
in 1932. Egyptian cotton represented 16 per cent. of 
the total in 1930, and 20 per cent. both in 1931 and 
1932. The stocks at the ports at the end of 1932 
amounted to 439 million Ibs., being 224 million lbs. or 
5 per cent. more than at the end of 1931. The increase 
in stocks of American cotton was 60 million lbs. 
The average value ofthe raw cotton imported, which had 
falien from 11-8d. per lb. in 1929 to 5°8d. per lb. in 1931, 
was in 1932 the same as in the previous year. Average 
values fluctuated somewhat, the lowest (5-2d. per lb.) 
being recorded in June and July, and the highest (6-4d. 
per lb.) in October; in December the average value was 
59d. per lb., or 0-5d. per lb. higher than in December, 
1931. 

Retained imports of sheep's and lambs’ wool have 
shown an increasing tendency for many years, and fol- 
lowing the substantial increase in 1931 there was a 
further increase of 18 million lbs. (3 per cent.) last year. 
Average values of the total imports, which had declined 
from 13:1d. per lb. in 1930 to 9:2d. in 1931, declined 
further during the first half of the year, but showed a 
slight recevery in the last quarter. The average value 
in December was 84d. per lb., or just below the 
average, 8-5d. per lb., for the year. Retained imports 
of raw silk have also shown an increasing tendency, 
and last year there was a substantial increase of 25 per 
cent. in such imports. Imports of silk cocoons, waste, 
etc., were also much larger last year than in 1931, but 
previously imports of these materials had been tending 
to decline. Retained imports of flax and tow were 
higher than in any year since 1923, while those of hemp 
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and tow were lower than in any year during that period 
except 1926, and those of raw jute were lower than in 
any of these years except 1926 and 1930. 

Imports of textile manufactures were very small in 
1932 compared with previous years. The value of the 
imports of cotton yarns and manufactures declined 
from £8-9 million in 1931 to £1-9 million last year, the 
corresponding figures for woollen and worsted yarns and 
manufactures being £13-4 million and £2°4 million, for 
silk yarns and manufactures £8-4 million and £3°8 mil- 
lion, and for manufactures of other textile materials 
£14-9 million and £8°7 million, while there was a decline 
from £19°8 million to £7-0 million in imports of apparel. 
In no important commodity within these groups was 
there any increase in imports last year compared with 
1931, and dealing with commodities, imports of which 
were valued in 1931 at over £3 million, there was a 
decline in quantity of 83 per cent. in respect of cotton 
piece-goods, of 95 per cent. in respect of woollen and 
worsted yarns, of 85 per cent. in respect of woollen and 
worsted tissues, of 64 per cent. in respect of carpets, 
carpeting and rugs of wool, of 39 per cent. in respect of 
piece-goods wholly of silk, of 29 per cent. in respect of 
tissues wholly of artificial silk, and of 62 per cent. in 
respect of tissues of artificial silk mixed with other 

aterials.

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and those to West Africa and Australia were also higher 
than in 1924, the increase in the case of West Africa 
being considerable. Exports to India, though 54 per 
cent. higher than in 1931, were 23 per cent. lower than 
in 1930 and were only 36 per cent. of those in 1924. Of 
the less important markets not separately distinguished 
in the table, exports to New Zealand (40°6 million gq. 
yds.), British West Indies and British Guiana (29:3 
million sq. yds.), Denmark (34-8 million sq. yds.), and 
Norway (17°8 million sq. yds.), were higher than in any 
year from 1924, while exports to the Irish Free State 
(28-1 million sq. yds.) were higher than in any of those 
years except 1927. Other countries showing increases 
as compared with both 1930 and 1931 were British 
= vya (37-3 million sq. yds.), Morocco (52°8 million 

yds.), Colombia (38:5 million sq. yds.), Iraq (389 
ne sq. yds.), Persia (19:7 million sq. yds.), and 
Roumania (12:7 million sq. yds.), the increase being 
continuous in the case of Morocco and Colombia. The 
average value of the cotton piece-goods exported re- 
mained fairly steady throughout the year at about 
4-8d. per sq. yd., the lowest value of 4°6d. per sq. yd. 
being recorded in September, November and December, 
while the highest, 5-ld. per sq. yd., was recorded in 
October; the corresponding figures for 1930 and 1931 
were 61d. and 5-2d. per sq. yd., respectively. 

The quantity of each class of piece-goods exported 
was higher in 1932 than in 1931; compared with 1930 
there were decreases of 37 per cent. in exports of grey 
goods and of 11 per cent. in white goods, but exports 
of printed piece-goods increased by 15 ger cent., of dyed 
goods by 7 per cent., and of coloured cottons by 15 per 
cent. The proportion of the total exports represented by 
each of these classes of piece-goods has changed con- 
siderably during recent years. It will be seen from the 
following table that since 1929 exports of white goods 
have remained a fairly constant proportion of the total, 
that proportion being considerably greater than in 1924, 
but that, resulting mainly from ‘the decline in the ex- 
ports to India and ‘the smaller quantities sent abroad for 
finishing, there has been a substantial relative reduc- 
tion in grey goods and an appreciable and continuing 
increase in the proportion of the coloured goods ex- 
ported, whether printed, dyed in the piece or composed 
of dyed yarns.

Exports of cotton yarns, though somewhat greater 
than in 1980 or 1931, were smaller than in earlier years, 
being 13 per cent. less than in 1924. Cotton piece- 
goods, which in 1931 declined by 29 per cent. compared 
with 1930, showed some recovery last year, the decline 
as compared with 1930 being less than 9 per cent. Ex- 
ports of cotton piece-goods in 1932 were, however, 
slightly under half those in 1924.

In addition to cotton yarns and cotton piece-goods, 
there were also increases in 1932 compared with 1931 
in the exports of most other descriptions of cotton 
goods. Exports of finished thread increased from 136 
to 15°6 million lbs. and in value from £4,047,000 to 
£4 ,402,000; exports of flags, handkerchiefs and shawls, 
not in the piece, increased from 16-9 to 18:2 million 
sq. yds., and in value from £591,000 to £616,000; 
exports of cotton net increased from 19-8 to 29-8 million 
sq. yds. and in value from £446,000 to £601,000; the 
value of the exports of cotton lace increased from 
£370,000 to £452,000, and that of cotton small wares 
from £202,000 to £224,000. The quantity of cotton 
net exported, it may be noted, was larger than in any 
year since 1924. 

Exports of wool tops last year, 41:8 million |lbs., 
were higher than in any year since the war except 
1927, when they amounted to 42°0 million lbs. Ex- 
ports to Germany were more than double those in 193! 
and exceeded one quarter of the total exports. Ex- 
ports of woollen and worsted yarns were about 5 per 
cent. more than in 1931, but were smaller than in 
earlier years. There was a small further decline last 
year in respect of woollen and worsted tissues, some 
principal markets for which are shown in the following 
table. This table shows that the decline was spread 
over most of the leading markets, but there were 
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‘ncreases in 1982 compared with 1931 or 1930 in exports 
to British India and Denmark, while the exports to 1932 1931

Retained imports of one-half of the twenty raw 
materials included in the above table showed an in- 
crease in 1932 as compared with the previous year, the 
principal increases being in respect of phosphate of 
lime, chemical and mechanical wood pulp, palm 
kernels, copra and iron pyrites. In the cases of copra 
and chemical and mechanical wood pulp, imports were 
larger than in any previous year, while retained im- 
ports of linseed and of wet hides were larger than in 
any year since 1924. The items showing the most sub- 
stantial decreases in comparison with 1931 were unre- 
fined coconut oil, rubber, groundnuts, tin ore, etc., 
copper ore, regulus, etc., iron ore, cottonseed and dry 
hides. Of the semi-manufactured materials included in 
the table, only copper bars, plates, etc., showed an in- 
crease in retained imports as compared with the pre- 
vious year. Imports of all the remaining items were 
considerably less than in 1931, the proportionate de- 
cline being least (14 per cent.) in respect of pig and 
sheet lead.

Cereals.—During 1932 retained imports of wheat 
were slightly greater than in 1930, but were 14°3 million 
ewts. (12 per cent.) less than in 1931. Nearly 90 per 
cent. of the total imports of wheat last year were con- 
siened from Canada (46-9 million ewts.), Australia (24°2 
million ewts.) and the Argentine (20°6 million cwts.). 
In comparison with 1931 there was a very marked 
decrease in supplies from the Soviet Union (from 28-9 
to 8-3 million ewts.), while the quantity imported from 
the United States also declined heavily from 11-2 to 
46 million ewts. On the other hand, consignments 


from Canada showed an increase of almost 20 million 
cwts., 


and there was a small increase in the case of 
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Australia. In the case of Canada the imports last year 
were the highest ever recorded, and imports from 
Australia also exceeded those of any preceding year. 
Imports of wheat meal and flour were about 2 million 
ewts. less than in 1931, the total for 1932 (8-5 million 
cwts.) being lower than that for any year since 1925. 
As compared with 1931, the quantities imported from 
Canada and Australia (4-0 million ewts. and 2°8 million 
cwts., respectively) each showed a slight increase, but 
imports consigned from the United States fell from 2°1 
million ewts. to under half a million ewts. Imports 
from Australia were higher than in any earlier year. 

tetained imports of barley were considerably less 
than in 1931, reductions of more than 50 per cent. 
being recorded in each case in the quantities imported 
from the Soviet Union, the United States and 
Roumania; imports from Canada, however, increased 
from 1 million cwts. in 1931 to 2°4 miilion ewts. in 
1932. The quantity of oats imported (6-5 million ewts.) 
was 2°3 million ewts. less than in 1931, due to reduced 
imports from the Soviet Union. The retained imports 
of maize in 1932 were only slightly smaller than the 
high figure recorded for the previous year; imports from 
the Argentine, the main source of supply, fell by over 
24 million ewts. to 45-7 million ewts., but there was an 
increase of more than 14 million cwts. in the quantity 
imported from British South Africa. 

Average values of all the principal descriptions of 
cereals were higher in 1932 than in 1931, but only in 
the case of oats did the average value exceed that in 
1930. Average values of wheat, which had fallen to 
the very low figure of 4s. 4d. per cwt. in September, 
1931, rose to 6s. 5d. per ewt. in March and May, 1932, 
but thereafter declined again to the lowest figure of the 
year (6s. per cwt.) in December, as compared with 
5s. 10d. per ewt. in the previous December. For the 
year as a whole, the average value of the wheat im- 
ported was 21 per cent. higher than in 1931. In the 
case of wheat meal and flour, average values followed 
generally the same course as those of wheat, the highest 
figure (8s. 10d. per cwt.) being reached in March, 
while the December figure of 8s. 1d. per cwt. was 
almost the lowest of the year. Barley reached its 
highest point (7s. per ewt.) in April; it then fell heavily 
to 5s. 3d. per ewt. in September and October, but by 
December it again reached the same figure as the 
previous December (5s. 6d. per ewt.). Oats fluctuated 
throughout the year, and for December the average 
value was considerably smaller than that for the whole 
year or for December, 1931; for the year as a whole, 
however, the average values of oats were 29 per cent. 
higher than in 1931. In the case of maize there were 
no very wide variations in average values during the 











year. The following table shows the average values per

Meat.—Retained imports of beef and mutton and 
lamb in 1932 were only slightly smaller than the very 
high figures recorded in respect of the previous year, 
while imports of bacon and hams again increased, 
although only to a small degree. The total amount of 
meat (excluding poultry and game) imported was 33°3 
million ewts., as compared with 34-2 million ewts. in 
1931, which was the highest figure ever recorded. An 
increased quantity of mutton and lamb—3-9 million 
ewts. out of a total of 7:0 million ewts.—was imported 
from our principal source of supply, New Zealand, but 
this was more than off-set by decreased consignments 
from Australia and the Argentine. In the case of beef,

the decrease was shared fairly generally by all the main 
countries from which supplies were received, with the 
exception of New Zealand, which showed a slight in- 
crease. Imports from Argentina represented last year 89 
per cent. of the total imports of chilled beef and about 
one-quarter of the frozen. The small increase noted 
in the imports of bacon was due to larger consignments 
from Denmark, Poland and Canada. While Canada has 
only a relatively insignificant share of the trade in 
bacon, its share in the trade in hams is larger. Imports 
of hams consigned from Canada last year formed 18 
per cent. of the total, and were double those in 1931; 
imports of hams from the United States declined from 
601,000 ewts. to 465,000 ewts. out of a total in 1932 of 
803,000 ewts. Average values of all descriptions of 
meat declined as compared with 1931, beef from 
£2 5s. 4d. to £2 1s. 8d. per ewt., mutton and lamb 
from £2 11s. 10d. to £2 5s. 6d. per ewt., bacon from 
£2 19s. 6d. to £2 13s. 1d. per ewt., and hams from 
£3 17s. 8d. per ewt. to £3 7s. 5d. per cwt., but in 
each case the average value in December was higher 
than that for the year as a whole. 


Imports of living animals for food, which come 
almost entirely from the Irish Free State, were much 
smaller in 1982 than in 1931, mainly as a result of 
the Special Duties imposed on such imports from the 
Irish Free State. Imports of cattle declined in num- 
ber from 767,000 to 648,000, of sheep and lambs from 
561,000 to 441,000 and of swine from 479,000 to 
803,000. 


Miscellaneous.—Imports of butter in 1931 were 
higher than in previous years, and there was a further 
increase in 1932 which was shared by the three prin- 
cipal sources of supply. Imports from Denmark in- 
creased by 5 per cent. to 2-6 million ewts., those from 
New Zealand by 14 per cent. to 2°2 million ewts., and 
those from Australia by 18 per cent. to 1:8 million cwts. 
Imports from the Irish Free State declined from 
881,000 ewts. in 1931 to 315,000 ewts. in 1932. The 
average value of the butter imported declined during 
the first half of the year, but prices subsequently 
moved irregularly, and for the year as a whole average 
values were £4 18s. 2d. per ewt., or 16s. 8d. per ewt. 
less than in 1931. There was a small increase in the 
quantity of cheese imported, while average values fell 
from £3 2s. 10d. per ewt. in 1931 to £3 Os. 6d. per 
ewt. in 1932. Imports of eggs in shell showed a heavy 
reduction as compared with recent years, imports last 
year being smaller than in any year since 1922. The 
reductions affected the imports from practically all 
principal countries except Australia, imports from 
which have been increasing for some years, and last 
year were the highest on record. As regards raw fruit, 
increases were recorded in the case of apples, bananas, 
and lemons, etc., and decreases in the case of grapes, 
grape-fruit, oranges and pears. Retained imports of 
tea were larger during 1932 than in any recent year, 
reduced consignments from Java, China and other 
foreign countries being more than off-set by increased 
quantities from India, Ceylon and other British coun- 
tries. The average value of the tea imported fell from 
1s. 3d. per lb. in 1930 to 1s. 1d. per lb. in 1931 and 
lid. per lb. last year. According to figures compiled 
bv the Tea Brokers’ Association, the stocks of tea in 
warehouses at the end of the year were greater than at 
the beginning of the year, and it is estimated that the 
quantity available for home distribution was about 
8,960,000 ewts., as compared with 4,047,000 ewts. in 
the previous year. The quantity of raw sugar imported 
in 1982 was greater than in any recent year, largely 
increased amounts being received from Java, Cuba, St. 
Domingo, Mauritius and the British West India 
Islands, ete. The average value declined to 7s. 8d. per 
ewt. from 8s. 1d. per ewt. in the previous year. 
The quantity of unrefined sugar entered for home 
consumption was 5-2 million ewts. (14 per cent.) greater 
than in 1931. The consumption of sugar has been 
increasing for some vears, and the total amount of 
imported sugar entered for home consumption last year 
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was the highest on record. This amount, 43-1 mil- 
lion ewts., which, however, contains a greater amount 
of raw sugar than in the earlier years and is therefore 
too large by comparison, may be compared with 381-8 
million cwts. in 1924 and 34-6 million ewts. in 1913. 
The quantity of sugar manufactured from home-grown 
beet has also increased rapidly during recent years. 


The quantity of tobacco retained for home consump. 
tion increased steadily from 1924 to 1930, when it 
reached a figure of 1,354,000 ewts. In 1931 this 
declined to 1,844,000 ewts. and 1932 saw a small further 
decline to 1,337,000 cwts. The total imports of 
unmanufactured tobacco were about 168,000 cwts. (10 
per cent.) less than in 1931, the decrease being due to 
reduced imports from the United States; imports con- 
signed from British countries showed a marked 
increase to a figure, 47-9 million lbs. or 27 per cent. of 
the total, higher than that recorded for any earlier year. 
Imports from Nyasaland, Canada and Southern 


Rhodesia were each some 4 million lbs. higher than 
in 1931.

Though postal receipts for the year as a whole were 
rather less than in 1931, the year ended with a rela- 
tively good month, an increase being shown in 
December compared with December, 1931, while the 
proportionate increase compared with the average for 
the corresponding month in 1924-29, except 1926, was 
higher for December (9-1 per cent.) than for any earlier 
month of the year. The smallest increase (4:0 per 
cent.) was recorded for August. Comparing the average 
postal receipts for the quarters with the average of the 
corresponding periods in the five years mentioned, the 
increase, quarter by quarter, in 1932 was as follows: — 
7-9, 59, 5-3 and 6°9 per cent.

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MIGRATION FROM AND TO THE UNITED 
KINGDOM 


A Paper by Mr. H. Leak, an Assistant Secretary of 
the Board of Trade, and Mr. T. Priday of that Depart- 
ment, on the subject of migration from and to this 
country was read at a meeting of the Royal Statistical 
Society held in the Hall of the Royal Society of Arts, 
John Street, Adelphi, London, W.C. 2, on January 17, 
the chair being taken by Professor M. Greenwood, 
F.R.S. 

The Paper contained a short historical survey of mi- 
eration from the earliest records in 1815 up to the war. 
The improvements made from time to time in the 
nature of the statistics available were indicated, and 
the accuracy of the early records was examined, both 
by reference to the post-war data and by a comparison 
of the migration figures based on the Board of Trade 
returns with the inter-censal changes recorded by the 
Census of Population. Factors affecting post-war mi- 
eration, of which the chief are social insurance, national! 
assistance to emigrants, and the United States quota 
system, were fully considered and also the main fea- 
tures of post-war migration, particularly in regard to 
the inter-censal period 1921-31. 

A comparison of pre-war and post-war migration 
shows that the annual average of the net outward 
movement of British subjects from the British Isles to 
places out of Europe was about 193,000 in the ten years 
1904-13 and 112,000 in the years 1921-30. In 1981, 
however, there was a change from net emigration to 
net immigration, the excess inward to this country in 
that year amounting to 37,000, while for 1982 the 
figure is estimated to be about 50,000. 

The Paper included particulars of the sex, ages and 
occupations of British migrants to countries out of 
Kurope in the ten years 1921-30; an analysis of British 
emigration which has not previously been made, viz., 
a comparison of the extent of pre-war and post-war 
migration by families; statistics of the passenger move- 
ment to all countries; and information relating to the 
number of passengers travelling for business or plea- 
sure, the movement of aliens to and from this country 
and the class of travel. 

In their concluding paragraph the authors state :— 

‘‘Assuming that the statesmen and economists 
will in due time find a way out of the present 
economic depression and that there is a return to 
world prosperity, it may be expected that Empire 
settlement and the movement to the United States 
will again be resumed. This renewal of emigra- 
tion may be hastened, at least so far as Empire 
settlement is concerned, by action to minimise the 
effect of social legislation in this country and by 
assistance to emigrants by the Home and Domin- 
ion Governments. The present would appear to 
be a suitable time to consider both these matters, 
and to review the whole of the schemes which have 
been adopted by the Oversea Settlement Commit- 
tee with a view to determining what kinds of scheme 
have the best chance of success, so that new 
schemes, possibly on a broader scale than in the 
past, may be put into operation as soon as the 
Dominions find themselves once more in a position 
to absorb settlers in substantial numbers. 

‘Although, in the future, emigration may be on 
a considerably smaller scale than in pre-war days, 
it may still, within the next one or two decades, be 
on a scale commensurate with the ability of this 
country to release population of the ages which the 
Dominions require, regard being had to the dimin- 
ishing numbers of new entrants into the labour 
market-"’

EXCHANGE CONTROL IN GREECE 


In view of the recent fall in the sterling rate for the 
drachma, and the various markets dealing in exchange 
in Greece, a Law was passed on December 22 seeking to 
check speculation. At the same time announcement 
was made by the Prime Minister of the intention to 
curtail the activities of the outside market, it being 
anticipated that the Courts would be more willing to 
impose lighter penalties now prescribed. 


Article 5 of Law No. 5422 cf April 26, 1932 (see the 
“ B.T.J.’’ of May 19, 1932, page 699), authorised the 
Ministers of Finance and National Economy to vary 
the obligations of exporters in regard to the surrender 
of the value derived from their exports. Further powers 
in this direction and in the measures of contro] exer- 
cised over such transactions are granted by this new 
Law. Powers are also given to limit, by Decree, the 
circumstances under which the sale of exchange and 
foreign bank notes is authorised. 


The Law enumerates in detail the offences agains‘ 
the Exchange Control, prescribes immediate action by 
the Courts, and lays down the penalties to be impwsed.

The meetings of these Committees will, however, con- 
tinue to be held in their respective districts, as hitherto.

Mr. Ernest Brown, M.C., M.P., Secretary for Mines,

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN 
DECEMBER AND THE YEAR 19382 


The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 284,500 tons of pig iron were produced in 
December, as compared with 267,700 tons in November, 
330,600 tons in December, 1931, and a monthly average of 
855,000 tons in 1913. The total output of pig iron in the 
year 1932 amounted to 3,573,000 tons, as compared with 
3,772,000 tons in 1931 and 6,192,000 tons in 1930. 


The December output of pig iron included 76,600 tons of 
hematite, 123,600 tons of basic, 68,000 tons of foundry, and 
10,600 tons of forge pig iron. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of December numbered 60, 
one more than at the beginning of the month, but a 
decrease of ten as compared with December, 1931. 


The December production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted to 430,400 tons, as against 473,800 tons in 
November, 425,400 tons in December, 1931, and a monthly 
average of 638,600 tons in 1913. The total production of 
steel ingots and castings in the year 1932 amounted to 
5,256,800 tons, compared with 5,202,600 tons in 1931, and 
7,325,700 tons in 1930.

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BRITISH RAILWAYS, JANUARY—NOVEMBER,

PASSENGER TRAFFIC IN OCTOBER 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard-gauge railways in 
Great Britain in the month of October, 1932, was 92,982,893, 
a decrease compared with October, 1931, of 3,438,379, or 3-6 
per cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced 
fares decreased by 1,437,539, and those at standard or 
ordinary fares by 2,000,840. The receipts from passengers 
(excluding season ticket holders) showed a decrease of 
£173,057, or 4-5 per cent. The receipts from passenger 
train traffic (including season ticket and parcels and mis- 
cellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and parcels post) were 
£235,301 less than in October, 1931. 


For the four weeks ended November 5, 1932, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 362,597 compared with 
the four weeks ended November 7, 1931. 


Goops Trarric, OcToBER-NOVEMBER 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 19,859,596, a decrease compared with 
the corresponding four weeks in 1931 of 1,867,463 tons, or 
8-6 per cent. The freight train receipts amounted to 
£6,376,303, a decrease of £860,837, or 11:9 per cent. The 
freight train miles run were 692,121 less than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1931, a decrease of 6:7 per cent. The 
average train load decreased from 124 to 121? tons, but the 
net ton-miles per engine hour increased from 446} to 450.

“ LLOYD’S REGISTER ’’ SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR DECEMBER QUARTER, 1932 


Statistics issued by ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register of Shipping ”’ 
regarding merchant vessels under construction at the end of 
December last show that in Great Britain and Ireland 
there is a still further decrease of 12,936 tons in the work in 
hand as compared with the very low figures for the Septem- 
ber quarter, and that the present total—225,497 tons—is 
175,008 tons less than was being built at the end of Decem- 
ber, 1931. Further, the figure for December, 1932, includes 
about 142,000 tons on which work has been suspended— 
127,000 tons of steamers and 15,000 tons of motorships. The 
present total of 225,497 tons is the lowest ever recorded by 
Lloyd’s Register. Nearly 80,000 tons—over 35 per cent.— 
are intended for registration abroad or for sale. 


The tonnage now under construction abroad—540,223 tons 
——is about 122,000 tons less than the work which was in hand 
at the end of September, 1932, and is the lowest recorded 
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since September, 1910. Tonnage, included in this figure, op 
which work has been suspended amounts only to 3,155 tons of 
steamers and 21,568 tons of motorships. 


The six leading countries are:—France, 101,675 tons; 
Germany, 80,310 tons; Japan, 63,345 tons; United States of 
America, 59,628 tons; Italy, 59,113 tons; and Sweden, 58,530 
tons. The total tonnage under construction in the world 
amounts to 765,720 tons, of which 29-4 per cent. is bein 
built in Great Britain and Ireland, and 70-6 per “all 
abroad. 


In Great Britain and Ireland, only 7,410 tons were con- 
menced during the three months under review, the lowest 
figures on record; and 39,403 tons were launched, this figure 
showing a decrease of 8,481 tons as compared with the 
September quarter. Similar figures for abroad are 76,37] 
tons commenced, and 173,838 tons launched, showing an 
increase, as compared with the previous quarter, of about 
44,000 tons in the tonnage commenced, and of 33,500 tons in 
the tonnage launched. 


Orit TANKERS—MOoTORSHIPS 


The oil tankers under construction in the world amount 
to 25 vessels of 194,490 tons, of which four vessels of 30,026 
tons are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, eight 
vessels of 54,000 tons in Sweden, and four of 49,600 tons in 
Germany. It is noteworthy that motorships account for 
over 91 per cent. of the total tanker tonnage under con- 
struction, which comprises more than 25 per cent. of the 
total steam and motor tonnage being built in the world. 


Of the 225,497 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of December, only 20,611 tons con- 
sisted of motorships, while at the same date the motorship 
tonnage being constructed abroad (372,138 tons) was 205,228 
tons in excess of that of the steamers. 


The vessels being built in the world at the end of Decen- 
ber include eight motorships of between 8,000 and 10,000 
tons each; two steamers and ten motorships of between 
10,000 and 20,000 tons; and four steamers and no motorships 
of 20,000 tons and upwards. 


MarRInE ENGINES 


The horse-power of steam engines now being built or being 
fitted on board amounts to about 567,000 h.p.; these figures 
include fifteen sets of turbine engines of about 480,000 shaft 
horse-power, giving an average of 31,960 h.p. per set. The 
horse-power of the steam reciprocating engines (about 87,000 
h.p.) is less than ten per cent. of the total horse-power of 
marine engines now being built in the world. The figures 
for oil engines aggregate about 358,000 h.p. 


Although inevitably affected by the continued unprece- 
dented reduction in the total amount of work in hand 
throughout the world, the tonnage being built under the in- 
spection of Lloyd’s Register at the end of December amounts 
to 466,838 tons, viz.: 214,479 tons under construction in 
Great Britain and Ireland, and 252,359 tons abroad.

BRITISH INDIA 


OVERSEAS TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1982 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
November, 1932, as compared with the preceding month, 
showed increases in the values of imports, exports and re- 
exports, states a press note forwarded from H.M. Trade 
Commissioner at Calcutta from the Department of Com- 
mercial Intelligence and Statistics, Calcutta. Imports of 
private merchandise totalled Rs. 11,14 lakhs, an increase of 
Rs. 1,16 lakhs as compared with the preceding month. The 
value of exports of Indian produce and manufactures rose 
by Rs. 63 lakhs from Rs. 11,48 lakhs in October, 1932, to 
Rs. 12,11 lakhs in the month under report. Re-exports also 
increased by Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 27 lakhs. The comparison of 
the trade figures for November, 1932, and the eight months 
April-November, 1932, with those of the preceding month 
and the corresponding periods of the preceding year is set

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in November, 1932, was 
Rs. 7,85 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 7,46 
lakhs in October, 1932, and Rs. 13,41 lakhs in November, 
1931. During the eight months ended November, 1932, the 
visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
Rs. 35,06 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs.

Under food, drink and tobacco, imports of sugar, 16 D.S.

Provisions and oilman’s stores, which were valued 
at Rs. 33 lakhs in November, 1931, shrank to Rs. 31 lakhs in 
the month under report. Under spices, imports of betel- 
nuts improved from 78,000 cwts. to 90,000 cwts. in quantity, 
but the value declined by Rs. 1 lakh to Rs. 10 lakhs. Im- 
ports of raw tobacco rose from 361,000 lbs., valued at Rs. 3 
lakhs, to 416,000 Ibs., valued at Rs. 6 lakhs. Imports of 
cigarettes improved from 57,000 Ibs. to 93,000 Ibs., but the 
value remained unchanged at Rs. 3 lakhs. 


Under raw materials, imports of kerosene oil increased 
from 4 million gallons, valued at Rs. 26 lakhs, to 7 million 
gallons, valued at Rs. 28 lakhs. Fuel oil also rose by 3 
million gallons to 9 million gallons in quantity and by Rs. 5 
lakhs to Rs. 18 lakhs in value. Imports of petroleum, 
dangerous, including petrol, which amounted to 1-3 million 
gallons, valued at Rs. 14 lakhs, in November, 1931, alto- 
gether ceased during the month under report. Imports of 
coconut oil advanced by 570,500 gallons in quantity and by 
Rs. 7 lakhs in value. Imports of raw cotton, chiefly from

Tanganyika, Kenya Colony and Egypt, decreased by 1,000 
tons in quantity and by Ks. 10 lakhs in value. Imports of 
raw silk increased by 179,000 lbs. to 245,000 Ibs. in quartity 
and by Rs. 5 lakhs to Rs. 8 lakhs in value. Arrivals of raw 
wool also improved by 291,000 ibs. in quantity and by Rs. 3 
lakhs in value. The value of precious stones and pearls, un- 
set, chiefly diamonds, imported during November, 1932, rose 
by Rs. 2 lakhs to Rs. 5 lakhs. Imports of copra or coconut 
kernel amounted to 2,430 tons, valued at Rs. 5 lakhs, against 
140 tons, valued at Rs. 22,000, in November, 1931. Imports 
of teakwood, which had amounted to 4,500 cubic tons, valued 
at Rs. 5 lakhs, in November, 1931, declined to 800 cubic 
tons, valued at Rs. 1 lakh, during the month under review. 


Under manufactured articles, imports of cotton yarn and 
manufactures advanced by Rs. 68 lakhs. Those of twist 
and yarn recorded an increase from 2-4 million lbs. to 2-9 
million Ibs. in quantity and from Rs. 21 lakhs to Rs. 25 
lakhs in value. Imports of cotton piece-goods showed in- 
creases under all the three sub-divisions—grey, white and 
coloured. Imports of grey goods amounted to 34 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 45 lakhs, as compared with 17 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 27 lakhs, in November, 1931; and those 
of white and coloured goods totalled 29 and 33 million 
yards, valued at Rs. 46 lakhs and Rs. 59 lakhs, as against 
16 and 14 million yards, valued at Rs. 29 lakhs and Rs. 32 
lakhs, respectively, a year ago. Under iron and steel there 
was a decrease of Rs. 3 lakhs; sheets and plates accounted 
for a decline of Rs. 1 lakh. Imports of machinery and mill- 
work, including belting, rose by Rs. 8 lakhs, cotton 
machinery accounting for an increase of Rs. 2 lakhs. Im- 
ports of motor cars in November, 1932, numbered 981, and 
those of motor lorries, buses and vans 450. Imports of dyes 
obtained from coal tar fell by about 1 million lbs. in quantity 
and by Rs. 5 lakhs in value. Imports of brass, bronze and 
similar alloys increased by 34,000 cwts. in quantity and by 
Rs. 9 lakhs in value. Imports of woollen manufactures in- 
creased by Rs. 21 lakhs in value. Other noticeable increases 
were those under silk yarn and manufactures (+ Rs. 19 
lakhs), piece-goods of cotton and artificial silk (+ Rs. 17 
lakhs), cutlery, hardware, implements and _ instruments 
(+ Rs. 12 lakhs) and copper, wrought (+ Rs. 5 lakhs). 


VARIATIONS IN EXPORTS 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco in November, 1982, 
compared with November, 1931, fell by Rs. 58 lakhs to 
Rs. 3,39 lakhs. Shipments of rice, not in the husk, declined 
from 135,000 tons to 100,000 tons and in value from Rs. 1,08 
lakhs to Rs. 77 lakhs. Exports of tea increased from 43 
million Ibs. to 53 million lbs., but the value declined from 
Rs. 2,34 lakhs to Rs. 2,22 lakhs. Exports of coffee rose from 
3,500 ewts., valued at Rs. 2 lakhs, to 5,700 cwts., valued at 
Rs. 34 lakhs. Shipments of tobacco, unmanufactured, de- 
clined from 2-3 million lbs., valued at Rs. 8} lakhs, to 1:5 
million lbs., valued at Rs. 4 lakhs. 


Raw materials and produce exported decreased by Rs. 76 
lakhs to Rs. 4,92 lakhs. Under this group, raw cotton re- 
corded a decline of 2,600 tons in quantity and of Rs. 2 lakhs 
in value. Of the total shipments of 21,700 tons Japan took 
10,600 tons, or 49 per cent., Belgium and France 2,600 tons, 
or 12 per cent., each, Italy 2,200 tons, Germany 1,300 tons, 
and the United Kingdom and Spain 1,000 tons each, the 
remainder being dispatched mainly to the Netherlands and 
Ceylon. Shipments of raw jute recorded a decrease of 
38,000 tons in quantity and of Rs. 96 lakhs in value. Dis- 
patches of lac declined by 2,000 cwts. in quantity and by 
Rs. 4 lakhs in value. Exports of oilseeds improved from 
64,000 tons, valued at Rs. 92 lakhs, to 76,000 tons, valued 
at Rs. 1,21 lakhs. Castorseed recorded an increase of 5,000 
tons in quantity and of Rs. 7 lakhs in value. Groundnuts 
also improved from 43,000 tons, valued at Rs. 63 lakhs, to 
55,000 tons, valued at Rs. 92 lakhs. There were decreases 
in exports of linseed and rapeseed. Exports of raw hides 
and skins rose by 700 tons in quantity and by Rs. 10 lakhs 
in value. Shipments of raw wool recorded an increase from 
3:1 million lbs. to 5-2 million Ibs., but the value declined 
slightly from Rs. 19 lakhs to Rs. 18 lakhs. 


Manufactured goods declined by Rs. 30 lakhs to Rs. 3,62 
lakhs. The number of jute bags shipped advanced from 37 
millions in November, 1931, to 39 millions in November, 
1932, and the value from Rs. 1,02 lakhs to Rs. 1,09 lakhs. 
Exports of gunny cloth shrank from 109 million yards to 
92 million yards and from Rs. 112 lakhs to Rs. 91 lakhs in 
value. Exports of tanned hides and skins declined by 200 
tons in quantity and by Rs. 3 lakhs in value. Exports of

cotton manufactures fell off by Rs. 18 lakhs. The value of 
drugs and medicines exported improved from Rs. 2 lakhs 
to Rs. 14 lakhs.

TRADE Wita ForeEIGN COUNTRIES 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports rose from 35 
per cent. in November, 1931, to 36 per cent. in November, 
1932, but that in exports fell from 35 per cent. to 32 per 
cent. The shares of Germany, Japan and the United States 
in the month under report were 8, 17 and 6 per cent. respec- 
tively under imports, and 6, 7 and 9 per cent. under 
exports. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign coun- 
tries and British Possessions during the month of Novem- 
ber, 1932, amounted respectively to 621,000 and 644,000, as 
against 521,000 and 560,000 in October, 1932, and 641,000 
and 568,000 in November, 1931. During the eight months 
ended November, 1932, the tonnage of vessels entered and 
cleared with cargoes totalled respectively 4,495,000 and 
4,703,000, as compared with 4,895,000 and 4,909,000 in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year.

Bihar and Orissa, January 9.—There has been light rain 
in Santhal Perganas. Standing crops, including sugarcane, 
are in good condition. Harvesting of winter paddy is going 
on well. In the States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the 
weather has been seasonable; sugarcane is doing well, and 
harvesting of rabi and paddy is proceeding. 

Punjab, January 9.—The weather has been dry and rain 
is badly needed. The condition of standing crops is average 
to good on irrigated areas and below the average to average 
on unirrigated. Severe cold weather has affected juar and 
gram in Dera Ghazi Khan and rapeseed in Gurgaon. 


Central Provinces, January 9.—The weather has been 
cool, with occasional clouds. Rabi crops are in good con- 
dition, except in Nagpur and Jubbulpore, where they have 
been slightly affected owing to a want of moisture in the 
soil. 


United Provinces, January 7.—There has been hardly any 
rain, except light showers. Crops have been damaged by 
frost in the districts of Muttra and Shajahanpur. Stand- 
ing crops are in good condition. 

Bengal, January 11.—The weather has been dry. Tillage 
of autumn crops has commenced in North Bengal; reaping 
of winter paddy is nearly complete; and cutting and press- 
ing of sugarcane is going on. The prospects for standing 
crops are good. 

Assam, January 16.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturns and prospects are fair to good.

According to ‘‘ Wileman’s Brazilian Review,” imports 
and exports during the nine months under review were 
valued at £15,536,000 and £25,870,000, as compared with 
£22,691,000 and £37,466,000 respectively in the nine months 
ended September 30, 1931. 

Compared with the same period of 1931, the overseas 
trade during the period under review shows an all round 
decline of £11,596,000, or 30-9 per cent., in c.i.f. imports, 
and £7,155,000, or 31-5 per cent., in f.o.b. exports. The 
balance in favour of exports fell off from £14,775,000 in 
the period January-September, inclusive, to £10,334,000 in 
1932, or by £4,441,000, or 43-0 per cent.

In class (1), frozen and chilled meat show a decrease of 
£727,000, or 47-7 per cent.; hides of £547,000, or 50-1 per 
cent.; wool of £467,000, or 88°6 per cent.; and skins of 
£381,000, or 47 per cent. As regards class (Il) manganese 
ore is practically a dead trade, its exports during the nine 
months under review showing a decline of £26,000, or 65 per 
cent. Only 20,885 tons of this mineral were exported during 
the first nine months of last year as against 72,750 tons in 
1931, 148,686 tons in 1930, 235,933 tons in 1929, and 252,380 
tons in 1928. The only other article discriminated in this 
class—precious stones—fell from £623,000 in 1928, to 
£589,000 in 1929, to £275,000 in 1930, to £72,000 in 1931, 
and finally to only £18,000 in 1932. 

In class (III) only four articles, out of a total of sixteen, 
discriminated, show increase, to wit, sugar, + £91,000, or 
379-1 per cent. ; cocoa, £134,000, or 15-3 per cent.; bran of 
all kinds, £24,040, or 15-9 per cent., and mandioca meal, 
£7,000, or 41-2 per cent. 

The principal articles that show shrinkage in f.o.b. value 
of export are:—coffee, — £6,862,000, or 27-3 per cent. ; 
raw cotton, — £584,000, or 95-4 per cent. (only 515 tons of 
this staple product being exported during the first nine 
months of last year as compared with 14,365 tons during 
the same period of 1931 and 22,619 tons in 1930); rice, 
— £421,000, or 62:7 per cent.; oil-producing _ seeds, 
— £400,000, or 46-6 per cent.; tobacco, — £367,000, or 
45-4 per cent.; rubber, — £198,000, or 44-5 per cent. (only 
4,204 tons sliipped in 1932 as compared with 9,717 tons in 
1931 and 81,093 tons in 1930); fruit and nuts, — £102,000, 
or 11-8 per cent.; maté tea, — £102,000, or 10 per cent.;

ECUADOR 
KCONOMIC AND TRADE SITUATION 


The economic position of Ecuador,* writes H.M. Consul- 
General at Quito, is inevitably bound up with that of the 
rest of the world, though perhaps not to the same extent as 
other Latin American countries; the Republic is still in its 
early stages of development with abundant and unexploited 
natural resources, a small population in proportion to its 
territory, and a relatively small foreign debt. Nevertheless, 
the financial and economic situation of Ecuador is serious 
and the period from 1929 to the present date, September, 
1932, is undoubtedly the most difficult the Republic has 
traversed, and only the application of extreme measures of 
economy in all branches of the administrative services has 
enabled the Government to come within measurable distance 
of balancing revenue and expenditure. 

Ecuador’s wealth and welfare depend solely on her agricul- 
ture and the yield of her few staple products. All crops 
have decreased in volume during the last few years by 
reason either of ravages by disease or of monetary 
stringency. The slump in international prices for agricul- 
tural produce has brought anxiety and poverty to agricul- 
turists and to the Government, as well as a further reduc- 
tion of purchasing power, with consequent reaction on all 
spheres of the economic life of the country, the import trade 
in particular. 


FINANCIAL AND Economic DIFFICULTIES 


The weakness of the Government’s financial position and 
the growing economic difficulties in agriculture and com- 
merce were accentuated during 1930 and 1931; discontent 
and political unrest rapidly followed, bringing about the 
fall of the Government in October, 1931. Since then two 
different provisional governments have been in power and 
numerous abortive revolutionary movements have taken 
place. The political situation was aggravated by Presi- 
dential elections which absorbed the attention of the 
Republic and increased the uncertainty in commercial 
transactions. 

The country’s gold reserves had been rapidly diminishing 
by the demand for foreign drafts being much in excess of 
the entries of foreign bills of exchange from exports. At 
this stage, the abandonment of the gold standard by Great 
Britain, entailing a depreciation in the sterling holdings of 
the Central Bank, also affected the stability of Ecuadorean 
currency. ; 

The acute financial and economic crisis furthermore en- 
couraged the flight of capital and brought about shortage 
of circulation and paralysation of commerce and agriculture. 
The suspension of the gold standard was discussed at length

as a palliative, and eventually in February, 1932, a Decree 
was issued. suspending it temporarily until November* and 
instructing the Central Bank to convert into specie all 
deposits held abroad and to reintegrate them in its vaults 
with the least possible delay. Another emergency Decree 
sppeared simultaneously by which the Central Bank was 
forced to make a loan to the Government to be employed 
in public works and agricultural development: it was 
thought that this measure would alleviate unemployment 
and at the same time increase circulation, the shortage of 
which was being acutely felt. 


EXcHANGE CONTROL 


The suspension of the gold standard and other emergency 
measures proved, however, inadequate to check speculation 
in foreign exchange transactions, and the Government re- 
sorted to stronger action and established exchange control 
restricting all such transactions to the Central Bank of 
Ecuador: all holdings in Ecuador and abroad in foreign 
currency by banks and commercial houses were also made 
transferable to the Central Bank at a fixed rate. 


The measure further provides that exports would be per- 
mitted only after exporters have delivered the full value 
of their shipments in foreign currency, so that, not only 
has it affected the volume of imports, but also proved a 
hindrance to exports. 


The bona fide importer in Ecuador, with so many diffi- 
culties and obstacles, is experiencing a feeling of uncer- 
tainty and consequent reluctance to order from abroad any 
more than is absolutely necessary to enable him to carry on 
his business: on the other hand, local importers of foodstuffs 
and articles of prime necessity who enjoy preference in the 
supply of drafts are speculating by importing these goods 
in greater quantities than usual in the hope of reaping a 
considerable profit should exchange restrictions be removed 
at some future date and the sucre allowed to find its own 
level. 


Manufacturers and exporters abroad are suffering the con- 
sequences of this measure to the same extent or greater 
than their clients here, no matter how desirous the latter 
may be of meeting their obligations on due date, since they 
cannot be sure of obtaining the necessary foreign bills of ex- 
change when required, while the less scrupulous importer has 
a ready excuse for deferring payment almost indefinitely. 


Foreign exporters and, more particularly, those in the 
United States, are already becoming nervous regarding their 
sales to Ecuador and are in many cases declining to make 
further shipments except on the basis of cash with order, 
which, in the present circumstances, is equivalent to 
suspending all trade transactions with Ecuador. 


Although the suspension of the gold standard and other 
subsidiary measures were introduced as temporary expedi- 
ents, it is improbable that they will be removed until world 
economic conditions improve. 


PRoTEcTIVE TARIFFS AND COMMERCIAL TREATIES 


In 1931 Ecuador adopted a protective policy as a means 
of encouraging and protecting national industry, furnishing 
employment to the people and preventing all unnecessary 
gold payments abroad for imported goods. Not only have 
duties been raised on many items of the tariff but the 
Government has been given faculty to increase any or all 
items by an amount not exceeding 50 per cent. 


From official reports it is now clear that the Government 
proposes to raise trade barriers still higher by an all-round 
merease of duties. It is also stated that preferential tariffs 
will be introduced in the case of essential articles of con- 
sumption which are not produced in the country and that a 
30 per cent. rebate is to be conceded to countries concluding 
with Ecuador commercial treaties on the basis of reciprocity. 


To enforce their policy, the Government intend to under- 
take a complete revision of all commercial treaties now in 
foree; many of them contain the ‘‘ most-favoured-nation ”’ 
clause, which it is claimed would impede the proposed 
establishment of preferential tariffs. 


ForEIGN TRADE SITUATION 


Figures given in the Consul-General’s Report show that 
during 1931 exports decreased 35 per cent. and imports 
48 per cent. as compared with 1929. The first half year of 
1982 as compared with the corresponding period of 1931 
shows that exports decreased 20 per cent. and imports 
6 per cent. 


The chief buyers are the United States with 38,024,942 
sucres, or 48 per cent. of the total in 1930, and 26,161,218

sucres, or 46 per cent., in 1931; Colombia, with 9,775,400 
sucres, or 12 per cent., and 3,132,754 sucres, or 5:5 per 
cent. respectively ; Germany, with 5,752,467 sucres, or 7 per 
cent., and 2,994,644 sucres, or 5 per cent. respectively ; and 
France, with 5,299,725 sucres, or 6-5 per cent., and 4,984,369 
sucres, or 8°5 per cent. respectively. 


Annual purchases by the United Kingdom rarely exceed 5 
per cent. While lower in value in 1931 at 2,035,816 sucres, as 
against 2,526,684 sucres in 1930, they increased to 4 per 
cent. from 3 per cent. in 1930 and from 24 per cent. in 1928. 
The chief exports of Ecuador are cocoa, crude petroleum, 
Panama hats, coffee, gold ore, vegetable ivory and rice. 
The exports of the staple export, cocoa, fell in value in 
1931 by almost 50 per cent. as compared with each of the 
previous three years. 


According to figures for the first six months of 1932, 
imports again declined by 56 per cent. as compared with 
the first half year of 1931. There are no signs of improve- 
ment and Ecuador proposes to raise her trade barriers to a 
higher level. Imports from the principal countries were 
divided as follows during 1931 as compared with 1929 :—

Although the whole value of imports decreased by about 
48 per cent. in 1931 as against 1929, the United Kingdom 
managed to hold her previous percentage, while the United 
States suffered most heavily. Germany and France in- 
creased their share by one per cent., while Italy and 
Belgium suffered only slightly. 


Although the relinquishing of the gold standard by the 
United Kingdom is likely to have been a powerful reason 
for an increase in the United Kingdom’s share during 1932, 
it is evident that it did not affect the figures for 1931, since 
there was hardly time for local importers to place increased 
orders before the close of the year. The depreciation of 
sterling has, no doubt, brought the price of United Kingdom 
goods to a more competitive level, but owing to the de- 
pressed state of trade in Ecuador and tariff obstacles it is 
doubtful whether the advantage eventually reaped will be 
a large one. United Kingdom manufacturers, however, 
continue to enjoy a good reputation and when high quality 
goods again come into demand, favourable results to home 
manufacturers may be forthcoming.

NEW AVERAGE VALUE OF THE POUND 
STERLING FOR DUMPING DUTY PURPOSES 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has re- 
ceived cabled information from the Department of External 
Affairs at Ottawa that the ‘‘ average ’’ value of the pound 
sterling for the purposes of dumping duty has been fixed 
at 3:78 dollars effective for Customs entries during the 
period January 16 to January 31. As the pound sterling 
has (until March 31) been fixed at 4:40 dollars in connection

General Internal Tax.—A Decree, dated December 31, 
published in the “ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of January 4, 
approves certain modifications in the internal tax of 2 per 
cent. ad valorem imposed on goods produced in or imported 
into French Indo-China. For certain articles the rate of 
the tax is increased from 2 per cent. to 3 or 5 per cent. 
ad valorem, while certain other goods are exempted from 
the tax. 

Among the more important items on which the tax is now 
3 per cent. ad valorem are confectionery, Jams and certain 
other foodstuffs, mineral oils, most chemicals, pottery, 
yarns, cotton tissues and some machinery, while the 5 per 
cent. rate applies, inter alia, to spirits, medicaments, silk 
and wool tissues, clothing, motor cycles and motor cars. 
The exemptions include fertilisers, various agricultural and 
horticultural produce and salt.

IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN CEREALS 
MONOPOLISED 


By a Presidential Decree dated December 23, 1932, and 
Proclamations dated December 29 and 30, the Maize Mono-

The ad valorem duty in force (15 per cent. plus one-fifth) 
will be chargeable upon valuations so fixed without deduc- 
tion, except that the tare allowance for bales is fixed at 5 
per cent. of the gross weight, and that when goods liable to 
the Tariff are imported in receptacles other than bales, the 
tare allowance will be the actual ascertained weight of such 
receptacles. 


Remnants (cut pieces), embroidered materials mixed with 
silk or artificial silk, shawls, nettings, tulles, embroidered 
lappets, furnishing fabrics and either imitation or other 
kinds of unprinted gobelin, are not included in the present 
Tariff, and will be assessed to duty ad valorem on “ Real 
Value ”’ as defined in Article 30 of the Customs Law. 


In order to avoid detailed examination of goods, pro- 
duction of invoices relative to consignments imported will 
be necessary. Invoices, besides Customs Declaration, must 
indicate the weight either per bale (or package) or per 
piece of material and the kind of material according to the 
valuation set out above, as well as the number, length and 
width of pieces of each kind imported. When width is 
shown to the nearest inch, the manner of calculation will be 
on average. 


LATVIA 
DUTY ON IMPORTED HERRINGS 


H.M. Representative at Riga has forwarded translation 
of a Law dated December 13, 1932, setting up a fund for 
the furtherance of national fisheries and the regulation of 
the fish market in Latvia. 


Monies for the fund are to be provided by a duty amount- 
ing to 5 per cent. ad valorem on imported herrings to be 
paid by the importers of herrings at their clearing or im- 
portation, together with annual contributions in_ the 


Budget. 
The Law came into force on December 20, 1932. 


LITHUANIA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Minister at Riga has forwarded translation of a 
Decree No. 2750, dated December, 1922, which empowers 
the Cabinet-of Ministers to subject to licence requirement 
the importation into Lithuania of any class of goods. 
Licences for the importation of such goods will be issued 
by a foreign trade committee comprising representatives of 
the Ministry of Finance, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
the Ministry of Agricuiiure, and the Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry. 


The following goods have been subjected to licence require- 
ment by Decree No. 2751, viz.: sugar, salt, fertilisers having 
a base of phosphorus, iron, steel and tinplate, coal, cement, 
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cotton yarn and thread, paper and cardboard, and woollen 
fabrics. 

Licences will not be required for goods of the above-men- 
tioned kinds (1) imported by inhabitants of the frontier 
districts for domestic use, (2) imported by parcels post, and 
(3) despatched, as shown by the bills of lading, to Lithuania 
not later than December 22, 1932. 


NETHERLANDS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON BEEF AND VEAL 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague reports the publication of a Royal Decree (No. 10 of 
January 11, 1933) which restricts the importation into the 
Netherlands of fresh, chilled and frozen beef and veal for a 
further period of six months (January 16, 1933, to July 16, 
1933) to 60 per cent. of the average quantity imported 
during the corresponding period of the years 1929, 1930 and 
1931. 

Licences will be granted only to recognised importers 
whose names are entered in the Trade Register, and the 
fee charged will be 1-50 fl. per 100 kilogs., with a minimum 


of 1 fl. 


PORTUGAL 


REBATES OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON GOODS 
CARRIED IN PORTUGUESE SHIPS 


Decree No. 7822 of November 22, 1921, provided that all 
goods imported into Portugal and the Adjacent Islands in 
Portuguese ships should receive a rebate of 10 per cent. 
of the import duties, and goods exported from Portugal (and 
the Adjacent Islands) to foreign countries in Portuguese 
ships should receive a rebate of 20 per cent. of the export 
duties. 

A Decree of September 12, 1931, provided for the with- 
drawal of these rebates by instalments, and from October 15, 
1931, the rebate was reduced to 8 per cent. for imports and 
16 per cent. for exports. A further Decree (No. 22,058), 
effective on January 2, reduces these rebates to 6 per cent. 
and 12 per cent. respectively. 


ROUMANIA 
IMPORT QUOTA REGULATIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports that under a Decision (No. 109,554 /1932), published 
in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of December 24, spare parts of 
agricultural machinery included under Nos. 1225, 1226, 
1228 and 1229 of the Roumanian Customs Tariff, when im- 
ported separately will be admitted free from the quota 
restrictions, particulars of which were given in the 
‘“B.T.J.’’ of December 15 (page 868) and of December 22 


(page 885).

CONTROL OF THE EXPORT OF FRUIT 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut reports that under a recent 
Decree the Syrian Government have appointed a special 
service to control the export of fruit. Every consignment 
of fruit exported must be covered by a permit issued by this 
service, and exports by sea may take place only through the 
ports of Beirut, Tripoli, Sidon and Tyre. The cases con- 
taining fruit must be of a standard pattern and must bear a 
special mark, while the fruit must be in good condition and 
up to specified standards. A tax of two Syrian piastres will 
be levied on each case of fruit exported. 





TUNIS 


MODIFICATION OF IMPORT, EXPORT AND 
INTERNAL DUTIES 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ’’ of December 30 contains 
a Decree, dated December 28 and effective as from 
January 1, modifying the Tunisian import, export and 
internal duties on various articles. 

Import Duties.—The statement below gives a comparison 
of the former and new import duties on certain of the more 
important goods affected, so far as concerns foreign (non. 
French) imports. Other articles on which the duties have 
been changed include fresh and preserved meats, floss silk, 
dairy produce, certain timber and wares thereof, marble, 
etc.; and particulars as to the new duties on these may 
be obtained by persons interested at the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1.

British Standard Specification for Tractive Armature D.U. 
Neutral Line Relays. (B.S.8. No. 475-1932.) 

The British Standards Institution has already issued several 
specifications dealing with railway signalling apparatus, and 
a further publication in this series has now been issued. 
This is a specification for tractive armature D.C. neutral 
line relays, and its appearance is a reminder that a corre- 
sponding specification for track relays was issued some 
months ago. The two specifications are very similar in 
general form, but naturaliy differ as regards the limitations 
relating to the operating characteristics. The figures and tests 
specified have been agreed upon, after many tests on relays 
under service conditions, with the express object of facilitating 
the performance of acceptance tests and the subsequent 
adjustment, if necessary, in service. The specification for 
line relays has been approved as being suitable for the 
requirements of the New Zealand railways, and it is hoped 
that other parts of the British Empire will also be able to adopt 
the British Standard Specification, even in those cases where 
American practice has been largely followed in the past.
